World Fact - The Pilot and their Gun 


Pilots, like Cola, are responsible first and 
foremost for protecting their home, the 
Dawn. If their home in the sky is lost, 
their lives, and those of their families on 
board the giant air barges, are 
essentially over. 


Secondly, the pilot must protect their 
plane. These planes, in these times of 
limited radar and dangerous radioactive 
clouds, have to be the eyes and ears of 
their commanders. Cola's Spitfire not 
only flies cover for its home in battle, but 
also scouts for supplies and searches for 
safe passage through the sky for the 
much slower and cumbersome Dawn. 





Lastly, since ammo has become so scarce, 
Cola is responsible for transporting jet 
pack-wearing warriors, which the Dawn's 
crew has come to call Guns. These sky 
soldiers, like our Gun in training Tug and 
Scram, are the most efficient weapons of 
war in this vicious world. These men, and 
sometimes women, protect the Dawn in 
brutal hand-to-hand combat using axes, 
crowbars, knives, and pipes to keep their 





homes safe. They are also 
responsible for boarding 
other craft and taking 
supplies, tearing other 
pursuing planes apart, and 
making sure their pilots and 
their planes make if home in 
one piece during battle. 


The relationship between pilot 
and Gun is a symbiotic 
relationship. Since their jet 
pack bursts and fuel is 
limited, the Guns are 
transported into and out of 
battle by the pilots and their 
planes. The pilots have to be 
aware of where their Gun is 
at all times in order to make 
sure they can make if back 
to safety. In the intense 
dogfights and sky battles of 
Wild Blue Yonder, the plane 
and Gun must work in 
perfect unity or both will fall. 
It's as simple as that.
